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(v) Continuously seek new sources of
assistance to ensure the long-term pro-
vision of supportive services to very
low-income veteran families occupying
permanent housing;

(vi) Comply with and implement the
requirements of this part throughout
the term of the supportive services
grant; and

(7) Any additional information as
deemed appropriate by VA.

(b) Grantees may submit an applica-
tion for renewal of a supportive serv-
ices grant if the grantee’s program will
remain substantially the same. To
apply for renewal of a supportive serv-
ices grant, a grantee must submit to
VA a complete supportive services
grant renewal application package, as
described in the Notice of Fund Avail-
ability.

(c) VA may request in writing that
an applicant or grantee, as applicable,
submit other information or docu-
mentation relevant to the supportive
services grant application.

§62.21 Threshold requirements prior
to scoring supportive services grant
applicants.

VA will only score applicants that
meet the following threshold require-
ments:

(a) The application is filed within the
time period established in the Notice of
Fund Availability, and any additional
information or documentation re-
quested by VA under §62.20(c) is pro-
vided within the time frame estab-
lished by VA;

(b) The application is completed in
all parts;

(c) The applicant is an eligible enti-
ty;

(d) The activities for which the sup-
portive services grant is requested are
eligible for funding under this part;

(e) The applicant’s proposed partici-
pants are eligible to receive supportive
services under this part;

(f) The applicant agrees to comply
with the requirements of this part;

(g) The applicant does not have an
outstanding obligation to the Federal
government that is in arrears and does
not have an overdue or unsatisfactory
response to an audit; and

(h) The applicant is not in default by
failing to meet the requirements for
any previous Federal assistance.

§62.22 Scoring criteria for supportive
services grant applicants.

VA will use the following criteria to
score applicants who are applying for a
supportive services grant:

(a) VA will award up to 35 points
based on the background, qualifica-
tions, experience, and past perform-
ance, of the applicant, and any sub-
contractors identified by the applicant
in the supportive services grant appli-
cation, as demonstrated by the fol-
lowing:

(1) Background and organizational his-
tory. (i) Applicant’s, and any identified
subcontractors’, background and orga-
nizational history are relevant to the
program.

(ii) Applicant, and any identified sub-
contractors, maintain organizational
structures with clear lines of reporting
and defined responsibilities.

(iii) Applicant, and any identified
subcontractors, have a history of com-
plying with agreements and not de-
faulting on financial obligations.

(2) Staff qualifications. (i) Applicant’s
staff, and any identified subcontrac-
tors’ staff, have experience working
with very low-income families.

(ii) Applicant’s staff, and any identi-
fied subcontractors’ staff, have experi-
ence administering programs similar
to the Supportive Services for Veteran
Families Program.

(3) Organiczational qualifications and
past performance. (i) Applicant, and any
identified subcontractors, have organi-
zational experience providing sup-
portive services to very low-income
families.

(ii) Applicant, and any identified sub-
contractors, have organizational expe-
rience coordinating services for very
low-income families among multiple
organizations, Federal, State, local and
tribal governmental entities.

(iii) Applicant, and any identified
subcontractors, have organizational ex-
perience administering a program simi-
lar in type and scale to the Supportive
Services for Veteran Families Program
to very low-income families.
